President Carter’s announcement that he will send his 
secretary 7 of state on a Middle East tour in February is good 
indication that the United States does not long intend to sit 
on its hands as far as the Middle East is concerned. This 
should be welcomed by all. The first thing that Secretary of 
State Cyrus Vance will discover in his talks with Arab 
leaders is that the United States is wide.v viewed by them as 
the sole catalyst for an Arab-Israeli peace agreement. Me 
knows this well enough already, but it will be useful for the 
message to be conveyed to the top American policy-makers j 
once again, and for President Carter to get it straight from } 
the source. 

The second thing Mr. Vance ’will discover is that the United 
States is sitting on the possibility of having both the Arabs 
and the Israelis as its long-term friends, a concept that is 
central to the greater geo-political interests of the United 
States. The Americans know quite well that both the commer- j 
cial and strategic gains that will emanate from an. Arab-Israeti j 
settlement will flow largely to Washington. In fact, the J 
United States today already gets most of what it wants from i 
the Middle East, most of what it wants being primarily oil, 5 
and, second to that, keeping the Soviet Union out of the area j 
as much as possible. But America's ties in the Middle East s 
are still vulnerable to the excesses of American support of 
Israel, a support that intermittently results in ravages to the 
life ana interests of the Arabs. Mr. Vance will quickly dis- 
cover that the Americans will be able to cash in handsomely 
in the wake of a Middle East settlement, but that they cannot 
forever go on playing both sides of the fence and expecting to 
retain the friendship and economic cooperation of both the 
Arabs and tire Israelis. 

Furthermore, in his cute inaugural message to the world, 
President Carter said that the United States would devise its 
foreign policy in a manner that seeks to promote justice and 
to recognise the aspirations of the developing states. Mr. 
Vance is likely to be told that he can bag both these birds with 
one stone if the U.S. fosters a Middle East settlement based on 
justice to the Palestinians and equal fairness to all other 
parties, including the guarantees to Israel that Mr. Carter was 
so insistent upon during his election campaign. 

Mr. Vance will also find out fast enough that his greatest 
stumbling block to a Middle East peace will be the unusual 
degree of Israeli fear that seems to preclude a meaningful 
Israeli dialogue with the Palestinians. This fear is translated 
in the U.S. into an aggressive lobbying effort whose results 
are political parrots such as, to pick only the most vociferous 
and most colourful. Senators Humphrey and Jackson. But it 
will be a new experience .■ ricsijent Oerter and Mr. Vance 
to experience this fear in Israel i "self, sr:“ they may be sur- 
prised to see the contrast between the tone of the Arab 
leaders and the stone v/a\!i i f: of the Israelis. 

These things will only be learned by personal visits, and 
the new American president has done well to send his 
secretary of state for such a visit so quickly. They will both 
learn fast enough, that, as President Sadat says twice a week, 
the Americans hold 99 per cent of the cards in this game. We 
hope that Mr. Vance's trip will help the Americans decide to 
play their cards wisely and prudently. The stakes are very 
high.

Two of Jordan's newspapers 
Wednesday discussed the results 
of French President Giscard d’Es- 
t sing's long-awaited visit to Saudi 
Arabia. 

AL RAT, commenting on the 
French-Sauci communique issued 
at the end of the talks between 
President Giscard and King Kha- 
led, says that the comprehensive 
discussions demonstrate the desi- 
re of the two countries to further 
what are more than bilateral rela- 
tions; they reject their influence 
and standing in Western Europe 
and the Middle East. 

These comprehensive discus- 
sions between the two leaders on 
world problems are justified, the 
paper seys, since France and Sau- 
di Arabia have great political and 
economic influence in their res- 
pective regions. 

In Western Europe, France is 
considered the symbol of Euro- 
pean independence, the political 
entity possessing the most leeway 
of action within NATO and the 
EEC, while Saudi Arabia has be- 
come a major force in the Arab 
world due to various causes, one 
of which is its oil wealth. 

The paper deduces from the 
communique that the relations be- 
tween France and the Arab world 
have changed from one of arms 
supplier-buyer to a more advanc- 
ed one. This is so in particular 
because the interrelation between 
political and economic problems 
can no longer be dissociated, com- 
munications have expanded grea- 
tly and the world has entered into 
the post-industrial age. 

AL SHAT!, commenting cr. the 


same subject, tries to place the 
discussions fn their right context 
by saying that the tightening 
French-Saudi re!at : ons will help 
to bolster French -Arab coopera- 
tion and later the Arab-European 
cooperation necessary for the 
prosperity and development of 
the countries of the Mediterra- 
nean. 

Such cooperation, the paper 
says, is a historic necessity, 2 nd 
therefore all obstacles preventing 
this cooperation should be remo- 
ved. This should be the joint res- 
ponsibility of ihe Mediterranean 
states themselves. 

The Israeli aggression is one of 
these obstacles, and therefore co- 
untries of the Mediterranean ba- 
sin, of which France is a part, 
should work to do their utmost to 
find a solution to the Middle East 
conflict ar.rl thus to enable the 
Palestinians to regain their legi- 
timate rights. 

If this is not achieved, the pa- 
per continues, there is a danger 
that the explosive situation, whi- 
ch will result, will be uncontrol- 
lable. and the first to suffer from 
its effects will be these same cou- 
ntries of the Mediterranean basin. 

France, with its standing and 
influence in Europe, should work 
to make a success of Arab-Euro- 
pean cooperation, and Saudi Ara- 
bia, since it is a part of the Arab 
world, which has political and eco- 
nomic influence east of the Me- 
diterranean, in North Africa and 
vrith the Third World countries, 
can for its part work towards pro- 
viding Tne countries of the Medi- 
tsur.nfrsn with many economic 
and political advantages.

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, Jan. 26 
(Agencies) — Prime Minister Yit- 
zhak Rabin today held talks with 
Sheikh Mohammed Ali Ja’abari, a 
former mayor of Hebron. 

Following the one-hour meeting 
Sheikh Ja’abari told reporters he 
conveyed to Mr. Rabin his impre- 
ssions of his recent visit to Amman 
where he met His Majesty King 
Hussein. He denied he carried any 
message from the King to Mr. Ra- 
bin. 

The 80-year-old Sheikh Ja’abari 
had a similar meeting last Sunday 
with Defence Minister Shimon Pe- 
res. 

Since his return from Amman, 
Sheikh Ja’abari said the West 
Bank, occupied by Israel during 
the 1967 war, should be returned 
to Jordan. He opposed the esta- 
blishment of a Palestinian govern- 
ment in exile, saying it was up 
to the local Arab population to be 
first to decide on its own future. 

Sheikh Ja’abari later told a Kn- 
esset (parliament) reception that 
the Arab states had sinned aga- 


inst Palestinian refugees and cf 
led for a speedy solution of tl 
problem. 

“The Arab states committed tl 
gravest of sins against the Pale 
tinian refugees by allowing ti 
problem to stagnate for almost 1 
years despite the great sufferii 
and misery," he told the mat 
guests that included Foreign Mir 
ster Yigal Allon. 

“An immediate solution is nec 
ssary together with a genuh 
peace throughout the Middle Ea 
area,” he added.

Ex-Premier Jacques Chirac, 
France's most combative politician, 
has rocked the government by an- 
nouncing his candidacy for mayor 
of Paris, a post which carries hard 
political clout along with great 
symbolic weight. 

M. Chirac, 44, is a man who 
thrives on action. But for uphea- 
val value, it was a masterstroke 
even for M. Chirac when he an- 
nounced last week that he would 
run against President Giscard d’ 
Estaing’s personal choice for ma- 
yor, Industry Minister Michel d' 
Omano. 

The effect of the Chirac ini- 


tiative has been to split the go- 
vernment camp wide open and 
lay bare the rivalry between the 
president and his former premier, 
a conflict which both men had 
been trying to mask for several 
months. 

While the left sits back happily 
to survey the disarray within the 
ruling Liberal-Conservative majo- 
rity, the question now puzzling 
Frenchmen is whether M. Chirac's 
chief objective is to save France 
from leftwing government or to 
topple the president and take his 
place. 

The Gaullist leader, who has 
transformed his party into an elec- 
tion-fighting force called the Ras- 


semblement Pour la Repubiique 
(RPR), could not have picked a 
more dramatic moment to pose so 
large a question. 

The nationwide municipal elec- 
tions which include the Paris race 
for mayor take place a few weeks 
away in mid-March. They will set 
the stage for a general election 
in just over a year’s time on which 
France’s political future depends. 

M. Giscard d’Estaing aimed to 
defuse tension in the ruling coali- 
tion on Jan. 17 when he outlined 
government election strategy at a 
press conference. Two days later 
his words were flung back in his 
face. 

When the president ruled that 


the coalition parties -- the RPR, 
Centrists and Independent Repub- 
licans -- should tackle the elec- 
tions in their own separate but 
harmonious way, M. C hir ac felt 
the starting flag was down. 

He was ready to go all out for 
RPR victories, convinced that the 
other coalition groups were too 
weak to resist the left. This ap- 
proach meant attacking the citadel 
which M. Giscard d’Estaing had 
started building in Paris when he 
named M. d’Omano, a trusted In- 
dependent Republican associate, as 
government candidate for mayor. 

M. Chirac, often criticised for 
acting on impulse insists that he 
entered the Paris contest because 


he saw the danger of a leftwing 
victory and did not feel the urbane 
M. d’Omano, a nobleman from 
Normandy, could prevent it. 

He also Insists on his loyalty 
to the president. This seems di- 
rected more to the office than to 
he personality of M. Giscard d’- 
Estaing, who ousted him as pre- 
mier in a policy dispute last Au- 
gust. 

The Elysee Presidential Palace 
rejects the Chirac loyalty claims. 
In the harshest campaign yet 
mounted by pro-Giscard forces 
against any opponent of the left 
or right, the ex-premier is assailed 
as a menace, opportunist and trai- 
tor. 
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to the Ear East from Bahrain. 


From Saudi Arabia where he 
went on an official visit this wee’:, 
President Giscard d’Sstning said 
France offered a “sad spectacle" 
to the world. He condemned his ri- 
val’s ambition. 

“If we wish to serve the nations! 
interest it is not in division, and it 
is not in ambition that we can 
hope to find the answer. It is much 
mere in solidarity, unity and co- 
hesion," he told the French com- 
munity in Riyadh. 

Giscard forces see the Chirac 
argument about a lef erring victory 
threat in Faris as a mere pretext. 
The government has a useful vot- 
ing majority in the capital and In- 
terior Minister Michel Foniatowski 
has told AT. Chirac that if he really 
wants to block the left he should 
run for mayor of a left-leaning city 
like Marseilles or an undeciiled 
city like Le Harve. 

Criticis of the ex-premier hereto- 
fore read his choice of Paris as a 
sign that his target is to win 'he 
presidency for himself. 

The candidate who is elected 
mayor, first to be installed in Faris 
for more than 100 years, will de- 
rive enormous influence from this 
city’s status ?«; political and ad- 
ministrative nerve centre of 
France.

Israel says it swaps 

technical information 

for II.S. arms supplies 

TEL AVIV, Jan. 26 (R). — Is- 
rael yesterday hit back at Ameri- 
can critics of its arms sales policies 
with the claim that Israel had 
directly helped U.S. manufactur- 
ers in their own weapons produc- 
tion. 

A Defence Ministry spokesman 
flatly denied U.S. press reports 
that Israel was continuing to sell 
locally-produced arms which in- 
clude U.S. components, despite 
objections by Washington. 

"Israeli exports of arms are 
not in contravention of U.S. laws 
and we have never sold any equ- 
ipment after U.S. opposition to a 
specific deal, 1 ’ he said. 

The spokesman was comment- 
ing at a press conference on re- 
ports that Israel was selling mili- 
tary equipment based on U.S. 
technology to Third World coun- 
tries. 

The spokesman flatly denied 
that the Israeli Shafrir air-to-air 
missile was a copy of the U.S. 
Sidewinder missile. He said the 
Shafrir was in service in Israel 
three years before the U.S, star- 
ted deliveries of Sidewinders. 

"The battlefield success of Is- 
rael Defence Forces have direct- 
ly assisted and aided U.S. arms 
technology,'’ the spokesman said- 

“The United States, particular- 
ly after the October 1973 war, 
received a steady flow of infor- 
mation on the performance of 
arras which was of direct aid to 
aims manufacturers in the United 
States." 

The ministry official said Isra- 
el had sold S300 million worth of 
military equipment abroad during 
1976 and hoped to raise this fig- 
ure to $400 million this year. 

He declined to name any of the 
arms buyers.

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Holes in railway wagons cause huge Soviet coal losses; but few complain 


MOSCOW, (CSMj. — With a 
roar, tons of valuable coal clatter 
into waiting railway wagons. The 
long train pulls out, heading for 
a power plant. But by the time 
it gets there, a lot of the coal has 
simply vanished. 

Twenty million tons a year dis- 
appear in transit around the nat- 
ion - - a serious matter for a cou- 
ntry that depends on coal to 
generate 80 per cent o? its ele- 
ctricity. The figure about equals 
the amount by which national 
production is growing each year. 

Thieves ? A nefarious plot to 


swindle the government ? 

No -- wagons whose wooden 
floors and walls are full of holes. 
Coai falls cut continually’ and 
bounces away. 

These chinks in Soviet energy 
policy have been revealed by an 
irate expert from Donetsk, in the 
Ukraine, the country’s oldest coal 
basin. 

Signing himself an engineer- 
economist, Y. Ugryumov has wri- 
tten a stern article in the news- 
paper Socialist Industry in which 
he blames the Ministry of Rail- 


roads for the lamentable state of 
affairs. He also spotlights some of 
the shortcomings in the centrally- 
planned economic system here. 

His thesis is that three per cent 
of all coal fails to reach its des- 
tination because of what he calls 
chink losses. Total Soviet produ- 
ction last year was 700 million 
tonnes (against U.S. production of 
585 million tonnes). 

Each day, engineer Ugryumov 
writes, the Soviet coal industry 
loads 10,000 cars of coai. But one 
coal enrichment plant in Donetsk 
has found that 20 Der cent of ?.li 


wagons allocated tc it by the rail- 
road ministry need serious repair. 

Holes in floors and walls were 
as much as five centirr.erres 
across. Only 14 per cent cf cars 
met normal standards - - holes no 
larger than one centimetre. 

There are wagons whose wails 
and bottcms resemble a sieve, he 
writes. 

But finding answers is not so 
easy as it might seem. 

Tf a mine rejects faulty wagons, 
it gets no replacements and thus 
cannot make its deliveries, he 
writes. If it decides to do the rep- 
airs itself, it has tn hire more 


workers, overspend its allocated 
salary budget, and throw its plans 
out of whack - - and coal is more 
expensive. 

Another major task is obtain- 
ing the extra wood and nails nee- 
ded. The article does not say so, 
but such supplies for railway wa- 
gon repairs are allocated only to 
the ministry* so mines have to go 
elsewhere. 

That they do so successfully is 
indicated by Mr. Ugryumov's esti- 
mate that in one year alone the 
ccal enterprises of the Ukraine 
repaired 500,000 wagons. 

Those who buy the coal rarely 


complain, he says. The procedure 
is difficult, and even if complaints 
are lodged, the government arbi- 
tration commission that Is supp- 
osed to take action leaves the 
ministry unpunished. 

But Mr. Ugryumov reserves his 
sharpest criticism for the mini- 
stry itself. He charges it with 
getting payment for tons loaded, 
not unloaded. He says it includes 
the tons lost in transit in reports 
to central planners to show it 
has fulfilled its targets and to 
qualify for the bonuses given 
those who overfulfil!. 

And he assails what he says 


is the ministry^ own reply 
complaints - - that wagons w 
five-centimetre holes are tech 
rally in good condition since tt 
do not threaten traffic safety. 

The ministry also has anott 
answer to coal mines. In effe 
it is : If you don't want our Wi 
eras, we'll allocate them to lum! 
mills. 

Publication of the Ugfyum 
letter shows that the patience 
the coal people is running th 
Such letters are standard wa 
to gain the attention of the « 
tral planners in Moscow -- a 
hopefully to get results.

African states presented a paper to the meeting urging greater 
Arab assistance to African countries, seriously affected by oil price 
rises and world inflation, conference sources said. 

The document proposed establishing new institutions to chan- 
nel Arab oil money to African states but Arab delegates said they 
had no mandate to discuss it, the sources said. 

The committee agreed that the paper should be presented to 
a foreign ministers’ meeting on the eve of the Cairo conference.
